with the pump bandle, taking Miller 
unawares. The blow in the head proved 
fatal.

PLAY FATAL TO 
HANOVER YOUTH 


Trilling with Charged Wires Results 


in Instant Death 
to Young Mr 


Bechtel. Father also Shocked by 


Electricity. 


A playful prank of Thomas Bechtel, 
tho eighteen year old son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Charles Bechtel, of Hanover, re­ 
sulted in his death from electrocution 
about 7:.’U) o’clock Sunday evening. 
The young man, who was employed 
as a bobbin-vinder a t 
the 
Hanover 
Wire Cloth factory, rigged up a wire 
line, using some of 
the 
thin 
screen 
wire from the factory. 
He 
fastened 
one end of the wire to a nail in a post 
of the rear porch. He then continued 
the wire over the fence, intending to 
trip his companions on the pavement. 
Irater he wound 
the 
wire 
around a 
trolley pole in front of the house, fas­ 
tening it to a spike in the pole. On the 
end he tied a stone, and cast 
it over 
the trolley wire. The stone hung just 
fiigh enough to strike the car, 
if 
it 
came along. 
His father, 
mother and 
several 
brothers were seated 
in 
the 
front 
porch at the time, watching the 
lad 
When the two wires touched, sparks 
were emitted from the 
pole 
around 
which the wire was wound. 
Bechtel's 
father then went to the pole and with 
his knife he cut the wire. As he did so. 
he receive*! a 
severe 
shock, 
which 
made his hand and arni 
stiff. 
The 
knife had a 
wooden 
handle, 
which 
probably saved Mr. Bechtel from seri­ 
ous, perhaps fatal, injury. This releas­ 
ed the wire running to the porch, bul 
it was still wound around the spike in 
the pole. 
It was then that the young man re­ 
ceive*! the shock which resulted in his 
death, as he thoughtlessly took hold of 
the wire with his right hand 
to 
re 
lease it, when a curcuit w-as 
formed 
ami he receive*! a shock which caused 
his instant death. He fell on his back 
a few feet from where he stood, dead 
The trolley wire, which runs through 
I he tow n, is always charged at 6,600 
volts.

possible for restoring life, but without 
avail. 
The youth was aged eighteen years. 
two months and four days, and is su r­ 
vived by his parents, two sisters an*' 
four brothers, all at home.

gether lf the Republicans Join the 


Progressives. 


Chicago, Aug. 26. — Colonel Roose­ 
velt. burned almost as rod as the des­ 
ert Indians among whom ho has been 
sojourning, arrived here, lie spent loss 
two hours in the city before tak­ 
ing the Pennsylvania special for Oy­ 
ster Hay. 
Ile was mot at the Santa Fe station 
by Thomas 1>. Knight, president of the 
Chicago Progressive Club, and a dele­ 
gation of members, and later took a 
"standing” luncheon conducted on a 
belp-youreel! basis at the club. 
On the way to this function, In a n 1 
automobile, the colonel was recognized 
by many persons, and waved his wide- 
brimmed hat in response to the greet­ 
ing. 
Ile said he had enjoyed his vacation 
and had profited by his studies of In­ 
dian character and custom. 
Roosevelt said lie spent the 
first 
fortnight hunting and that the party 
killed three mountain lions. He said 
lie . shot one and his two sons killed 
the other. He said the only fresh meat 
the party had on the hunting trip was 
the mountain liana, and that the meat 
was delicious. 
He spent two weeks 
among 
the 
Navajos, and visited the great natural 
bridge which spans tho Grand Canyon. 
which he described as a ‘'triumphal 
arch of nature.” He closed his visit by 
attending the snake 
dance 
of 
the 
priests of the Hopi Indians, which, he 
said. was extremely interesting. 
Roosevelt declined to discuss 
the 
Mexican situation, saying he was not 
familiar with present conditions. 
He made a five-minute speech at the 
Progressive Club, in which he said: 
"There would be no woman suffrage 
in Illinois today lf it had not been for 
the work 
done by the Progressive 
party bist year. Never in the history 
of the country has a political party 
accomplished what

"In regard to woman suffrage, I al- 
wavs insisted that woman’s duty as a 
voter would not interfere with her do­ 
mestic duties any more than It does 
with a m an’s business. There are some 
fool men who neglect their business 
for politics, and I suppose there will 
be some feminine fools of the same 
kind. God made woman fools to match 
the men.

I believe judges are 
a high class of public servants, but I 
do not believe In the right of any pub­ 
lic servant to become a public mas­ 
ter. 
"If an official does not do what the 
people wish him to do he should be 
recalled even if he is a Judge. If we 
don’t get the laws we want we should 
have the initiative and referendum to 
give us the desired relief. We intend to 
do injustice to no man. 
"We are the

adopted a rational plan for handling 
both big and little business. W e do 
not believe in strangling business. We 
favor a policy that will compel busi­ 
ness to serve the public. Our wish is 
to apply the principles of Abraham

Almost Any Tough W ood Lim b W ill

JELLY FOR THE WINTER 


GOOD ADVICE ON PUTTING UP OF 
SOME DELICIOUS DAINTIES. 


Fundamental Rules, of Course, Every 
Housekeeper Knows, 
But 
Hints 
Here May Be Welcome to the 
Youthful Beginner. 


The general rule for making jelly 
calls for fruit boiled in just enough 
w ater to cover it until it Is tender, 
and then strained for several 
hours 
through a cheesecloth jelly bag. The 
clearest jelly Is made 
of the 
Juice 
which simply drips through the bag; 
Just as good but not quite so clear is 
the Jelly made of tbs Juice which is 
pressed through tho bag. 
To each 
pint of juice a pint of sugar should 
be allowed. Put the Juice in a sauce* 
pan over the fire and the sugar on flat 
dishes in the oven at the same time. 
Be careful not to let the sugar scorch. 
Boll the Juice for twenty minutes, then 
add the sugar, and aa soon as it is dis­ 
solved boil it up once, stirring 
ll 
carefully so that It does not burn. 
As soon as it Is made 
the 
jelly 
should be poured into glasses or Jars 
which have been sterilized by placing 
them in cold water, bringing it to the 
boiling point over the Are and leav­ 
ing them there for half an hour, or 
until the jelly is ready to pour into 
them. 
They must then be handled 
carefully with a towel 
to prevent 
burned Angers and the Jelly must be 
Immediately poured into them. 
If 
they are put to boil in a wire strainer 
, or rack of some kind which can be 
1 •'asily removed, burned Angers will be 
J more easily avoided. 
, 
When the Jelly Is cold meit paraf- 


An, laking "care “not To T>UTO It, and 
pour it over the tops of the Jars of 
Jelly. A layer of paraffin an eighth of 
an Inch thick Is sufficient to protect 
the jelly. 
Old paraffin 
from 
last 
year’s jafs can be used. It should be 
washed in bolling hot w ater for a min­ 
ute to remove all dust and stickiness, 
should be dried and then should be 
melted over the Are; any impurities 
which the water does not remove will 
sink to the bottom when it is melted. 
After the paraffin Is in place wash the 
outside of the jelly jars with a cloth 
wrung out of hot w ater and then dry 
them. 
Then mark each with a little 
label on vhlch the name of the Jelly 
appears. 
These labels can 
be 
cut 
from white paper and. stuck on with 
mucilage or photograph paste; they 
can be squares of gummed passepar­ 
tout picture binding or they can be 
the ymall gummed labels which are 
soLl for ten cents a hundred. 
An unusual currant Jelly Is made 
with currants in the Jelly 
In this 
wise; 
To begin with, if you have cur 
rants in your garden Bee that they 
are not picked Just after a rain, but 
when they are dry arid bathed In sun­ 
shine. 
Strip the currants from their 
stems and put them in an earthen jar 
set in a big kettle cf boiling water 
Leave them In the jar for Aire© hours, 
during which time the water bolls con­ 
stantly. 
Then strain the juice of the 
currants through a jelly bag. Add bu 
gar in the proportion of a pound to a 
pint, and add fresh, stemmed cur 
rants; boil twenty minutes or until 
the mass jellies, and put 
In 
Jelly 
glasses. 
Raspberry Jelly Is delicious. 
Boll a 
pound and a quarter of granulated su­ 
gar to a thick sirup and add a pint of 
raspberries. 
Boil slowly and gradual 
Iv add a cupful of currant Juice. When 
it will jelly skim off all seeds and pour 
it Into glasses.
